THJ_ COUBT HOUSK MEETING. 


Gathering of People to Hear a Talk 


by t. G. Jordan. 


Sunday night a mass meeting of white 


and colored people-was held at the court 
house in the interest of all American 
citizens regardless 
of 
their color. 


It was conducted by Rev. L. G. Jor- 
dan, the cyclone prohibition platform 
orator, assisted by Rev. Fleming Gray 
and a double quartette which sang a 
number of plantation melodies. 
The 


meeting was the first of similar meetings 
to be held on the third Sunday of every 
October in future, the day having been 
set apart as one of fasting and prayer by 
the general conference of the colored 
Baptist denomination at the recent meet- 
ing held at Indianapolis. 
A committee 


for all of the states of the Union, selected 
by the conference, was appointed to visit 
the National congress at Washington in 
the interest of the American citizens who 
do not enjoy the rights accorded them by 
the laws of the couutry. 


Rev. L. G. Jordan delivered an earnest 


address on the subject during which he 
said that the colored people consti- 
tuted one-seventh of the population of 
the United States, but it is not guns the 
negro wants—it's a chance he desires to 
get along in the world and enjoy ihe 
rights of his citizenship. He said there 
was but one secular paper in the country 
that stood right on the negro question 
and that is the Chicago Inter-Ocean. 
The pulpit is dead and dumb on the ques- 
tion and the one thing the negro ought to 
do is to get hold of the worthy newspapers 
published by men of their own color and 
also the Inter-Ocean and inform them- 
selves, and then stand up for their rights, 
[f they know of a wrong or see one, speak 
of it'. Trust to the Lord and do right. 
You must overcome -the color line in the 
interest of the oppressed, but you must 
not draw the color line yourselves. God 
speed the time when every man regard- 
ess of his color will be regarded as a man 
according to his intellect and standing in 
the community in which he lives. Just 
as sure as wrongs exist they will be 
righted. We have friends in the north 
and also in the south. Incidentally the 
speaker alluded to his somewhat amus- 
ng experience in .South Dakota where 


(here are but few colored people—how 
rhe children there thought he was sotne- 
>hing different from a human being. Rev. 
Fordan asserted that the colored people 
are the most submissive race on the globe 
ind even now are not understood by the 
peoplfi at large. He thought it was every 
negro man's privilege and duty to edu- 
:ate himself and his children and in time 
all would enjoy their rights as citizens. 


A collection was taken up to help pay 


.he expenses of Bro. Hillman, of Spring- 
ield, the Illinois conimitleeman, selected 
to visit Washington during the session of 
jongrees. A plan of securing homes for 
he oppressed negroes is under consider- 
ation.

iindred, the highly esteemed colored 
sitizen who died on Friday, took place 
rom the African M. E. church on Sunday 
afternoon. It was very largely attended 
iy citizens generally who joined in pay- 


their last respects to the deceased,

lary life in Decatur.
